Native cabs are again on tbe 
street and soldiers on duty «*t the strict 
crossing directing tho busy traffic like 
the police on the Nevsky in St. Peters¬ 
burg- Altogether tbe fear of war and 
hostile occupancy lias apparently van¬ 
ished. and the town is now living its old 
Oriental! life with just n leaven of modern 
energy introduced by n population of 
about a quarter «*f *i million foreigners 
scattered roimd about.

Simieut Riot ut Mkjscow—A uthorities Were 
1‘roparMl for Trouble—Charges 
on Mob. 


Moscow, Dec. ill.—Diis city was the 
sceae of a revolutionary demonstration 
yesterday from uo*»u till nearly evening, 
probably 5,UUO iwrsons actually participated. 
Fortunately the orators did not succeed 
In drawing the workingmen from tbe fac¬ 
tories Into the diMturbauce, and after many 
collisions, the police tiring blank volleys 
and charging with their sabres, the crowds 
flually were dispersed. Many were wound¬ 
ed and more were arrested. 

As far as known none of tbe rioters were 
killed. One policeman is reported fatally 
injured. Many ou both sides wore rougmy 
bundled. The authorities knew lu advance 
that trouble was impending, ami many 
houses along Tverskal street were specially 
guarded. 

Several] squadrons of mounted gendarmes 
were concentrated) lu tbe courtyard ready 
for any emergency. 

The crowds begun to collect a< midday In 
Tverskal street, students, young men and 
women, mixing with the general public. 
There 3,000 persons assembled; many armed 
with clubs und carrying flags. Tbe crowd, 
singing, moved toward the palace of Grand 
Duke Sergius, the governor-general of Mos¬ 
cow. 

The police attempted to block the street, 
whereat the trouble began in earnest. Tbe 
crowd broke through tbe cordon and one 
policeman was knocked down and, it is 
thought, fatally hurt. Battalion* of police 
were brought up at double quick to rein¬ 
force their comrades. Sticks and stones 
were freely used) by tbe mob, und the 
police, under'order* of their chief, fired 
several blank volleys, while mounted men 
charged, using the flats of their swords. 
The iuob fought stubbornly, but finally 
broke and sought shelter In the side streets. 

A crowd of GOO collected iu front of the 
theatre, where revolutionary flags were 
hoisted amid shouts of “Long live free¬ 
dom.” Tbe police were uot prepared ut 
this point and tbe crowd Increased, gather¬ 
ing In volume and moving to Bquare Neglla 
and TomlnskJ bridge, the chief street of 
Moscow, where the police met them. An¬ 
other stubborn fight ensued ending with 
three blank volleys and sabre charges. 

Many shops were turned Info hospitals, 
where the wounded were temporarily 
cored for. 

Tbe workmen held aloof from the demon¬ 
stration, employers having given them 
warning that any- who participated would 
be dismissed. 

Official Statement. 

Moscow, Dec. 20.—An, official account of 
the rlcilts say* tbe agitation among the 
Moscow students commenced after the St. 
Petersburg riots of December 11th. The 
revolutionary socialist committee of Mos¬ 
cow circulated bulletins urging demonstra¬ 
tions for December Oth and 1 WjL.

Iu the meantime arrangements were 
completed for M. Loubet’s reception and 
Foreign Minister Deicasse’a breakfast to¬ 
day, but the formal opening of the ses¬ 
sions of the commission will probably 
have to be postponed until the arrival of 
Admiral Davis completes the member¬ 
ship. 

The reception of the commission nt the 
Elysee presented a brilliant scene. 

A guard of colonial infantry drawn up 
in the court of the palace saluted tire 
admirals. M. Loubet received the com¬ 
mission in the audience chamber sur¬ 
rounded by naval and- civil officials. The 
admirals and their staff wore the show 
uniforms of their various countries. The 
British and Russian admirals exchanged 
pleasant salutations. 

Admiral Kaznkinoff is a youthful ad¬ 
miral with a keen face and of stocky 
build. Rear-Admiral Sir Lewis A. 
Beaumont Is venerable and tall, tower¬ 
ing above biz colleagues. 

After M. Lonbet had welcomed the 
commission there wag a brief meeting of 
the council of ministers.
